A SLIGHT INTEKKUHTiON. 


Incident of a Reporter's Visit to a Fire 


Engine Houie. 


A reporter who had sought at a Sre 


engine house information on a point 
concerning which the driver could best 
inform him stood talking with the 
driver by the stall of cue of the horses. 
The horse was secured by a tie strap 
commonly used in the department One 
end of the tie strap is made fast by a 
staple (irivea.^uto the side of the stall, 
vfhiie the other end is passed through 
the throat latch of the horse's bridle and 
held on a pm that rises in a little recess 
in the side of the stall. By means of a 
simple mechanical contrivance the pin 
is pulled down :tt the first stroke of the 
gqug when an alarm is sonnded, the tie 
strap is released, and the horse is set 
free.

driver. 


Suddenly aa alarm vcas sounded, and 


the horse v?as transformed, and like 
wiser ibfi' driver. The horse's head went 
cp, and he was alert iii every fiber. At 
the first stroke the pin had dropped, and 
the horse -was free 'Vfith a single bound 
ho cleared the stall and ruade for hi1* 
plficfi by the engine, with the driver be- 
side him. The other two "horses of the 
team—this was a three horse team— 
were clattering forward at the same 
moment. At the front of the house men 
were sliding uuwii poles like lightning. 


There were a few sharp, quick, snap- 


ping sonnds, as the men already thero 
snapped the collars together around the 
horses' necks, and over it all the boom- 
ing cf the gong. 


In all the newer firehoiises of the city 


the stalls of the horses are placed as 
nearly as possible abreast of the engine, 
so that the horses shall have the shortest- 
possible distance to go. In some of the 
older houses, in which there is less room, 
the stalls are at the rear. That is where 
they were in this honse.

Power of >Xodern Gun*. 


A calculation of the power of a. mod- 


ern gun brings out tne singular fact 
that tho active life of a 100 ton gun is 
just one second. An Italian cannon of 
this caliber, with a charge of 550 pounds 
of powder and a shot weighing about 
2,000 pounds, will give an initial veloc- 
ity of 523 meters per second, Tho length. 
of tho time during which the powder 
acts is less than one hundredth of a sec- 
ond, 
and after 100 shots the cannon is 


put out of service. 


It is estimated that during the active 


period of the work of the powder in the 
gun tho mean power is greater thus 
87,000,000 foot pound per hundredth 
of a second—say 8,700,000,000 
foot 


pounds per second. This represents a 
power of 12,000.000 kilowatts, or 17,- 
000,000 horsepower.—Detroit News.

On 
the eve of the battle of Saalfelu tbo hit- 
ter was- -with hiseqnerry at the castle of 
Prince Schwazbonrg-Rndolstadt. Din- 
ner was jnft rc-ady, and the prince was 
in excellent hcmor at the thought that 
his soldiers were about to fight with the 
troops of Napoleon. Suddenly he be- 
came frightfully pale, and, rising from 
the table, he seised a torch and rashf-d 
down the corridor leading from the din- 
ing room. Count Nostitz followed him 
and saw that he waa in pursuit of a 
white, ghostlike figure, which suddenly 
disappeared in an unaccountable man- 
ner. Through a solid wall it vanished 
jnst as thfi prince was about to seize it. 
Utterly amazed, the prince turned to 
Nostitz and asked him if he had seen it. 


"Yes, your royal highness," was the 


reply. 


"Then it waa neither a dream nor a 


hallucination," faltered tbe prince. 


They questioned the sentinel, and he 


said that he had seen a figure clothed 
in a long white cloak and resembling a 
Scucr: cScer. The prince was bewilder- 
ed, and it was long before he recovered 
his usual calm. Then he remarked to 
Kostitz that the phantom was an evil 
omen, and that n violent death was sure- 
ly close at hand for some member of the 
house of Hobenzollern. 
r:xt day was fonght the battle of 


Saalfeld, and, while tbo conflict was nt 
its height, Prince Lotus met his death 
at tbe hands of Marshal Gainde of the 
Tenth French hussars. Count Nosthz 
survived him many years, bat lie made 
no mention of the phantom except to 
his son, arid then only under pledge ol 
secrecy. This sou, when dying, confided 
the secret to the crown prince, and by 
his directions the story was plainly

archives of tho royal family. 


The HohonzolleriiB, however, are, lioi

Among 
the papers of Prince George of Hesse 
was found after his dor.th one contain- 
ing a vivid description of, the manner iu 
which the white lady appeared to him 
at tho castlo of Daruistudt during the 
night preceding tho French quacu's 
tragic death. 


"Tho color of the phantom," ho aaya, 


"is brown,- like that of. a spider, uud she 
has neither eyes, nose nor month. At 
the moment when sbP appears she leaves 
deep footmarks behind her, bat her fret, 
as well as her arms, aro hidden. Her 
body has tbe gleam of white pearl and 
is of pyramidal form. Aronnd her nr-ek 
is a stiff, embroidered collar of tbo color 
of worm eaten wood, and above this re- 
poses her striking oval head. 


Tlio last appearance of- the white 


lady at the castle of Darmstadt was on 
the occasion of the death of Graud Duico 
Louis IV, which took place four years 
ago. 


Her appearance in the imperial castle 


at Berlin the other day caused a good 
deal of comment. In old days sho scorns 
to have prettified the grand saion of the 
palace, but at present it appears that aim 
merely flitted through the great bnilii- 
iug. 


Emperor William was somewhat dis- 


turbed when bo hoard tho uews from 
tbe chamberlain, who claimed to hnvo 
seen the apparition, aud bo at once or- 
dered that tho number of sentinels 
aronnd the palaco should be doubled,

It certainly is a singular coincidence

The heart, the 
liver, the giils and the stomach r.ro left 
intact, while the damp seaweed on 
which the flesh rests suffices to keep tho 
lungs in action.
